Baker told the council he sym- 
lathised with problems of counties 
in improving rural roads. "But we 
just don't have the revenue," he 
said.. "Maybe this is! a good tilme^ 
to tell the people we have to have 
money before we can do the work, 


'I don't care who builds the 


roads. And I feel the people don't 
mind paying for something they 
know they're going to get," he 
added. 


He urged county judges to edu- 


cate their constuticnts to the need 
for more money.

lighways and said giving more 
money to the counties would cut 
down on state construction pro- 
jects. 


Sikes, of Little River County,

the roadwork. The counties, he 
said, could do road work for $3 
million that would cost the state

to complete.
